School Report. 


As another school year has drawn toa close the School 
Board respectfully submits their annual report on the con- 
dition of the schools in the school district of Strafford. 

We take pleasure in stating that good progress has_ been 
made during the past year, and we feel that our teachers 
have done as well as we could reasonably expect and well 
deserve the hearty support and approval of all our citizens. 

Our school year was not quite as long as last year, but 
consisted of three terms and the schools have been open 
thirty-four weeks, with a fairly good attendance, although 
not yet as good as we desire, and every parent ought to 
bear in mind, that our per cent. of attendance has much to 
do with our rating with the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and hence have every child attend just as reg- 
ularly as possible for their own financial benefit as well as 
that of the child and for the improvement of our schools. 

During the year some much needed changes in text books 
have been made and we now have a good collection of up- 
to-date text books. We have received a statement from 
Superintendent Morrison stating that in order to obtain 
state aid the tax for school purposes must be $4.50 on a 
thousand dollars of equalized valuation, and he plainly 
says that to bring our tax up to this amount our district 
must raise by taxation for the support of schools $3,494.00; 
so for the first time he is giving us a warning and a chance 
to understand what he is expecting us to do.
